Observed Patient.

CALIFORNIA PAYS 
$7362 TO MOTHER 
OF ‘WINSLOW BOY’ 


SACRAMENTO, Calif., Feb. 23 
(UP)—California’s ‘‘Winslow Boy” 
case was at an end today, state 
officials hoped. 

The mother of Quentin Peter- 
son, who had been dismissed from 


in 1948, yesterday recovered the 
money she spent in her long fight 
to have her son reinstated at the 
academy. The State Board of 
Control awarded Mrs. Nellie K. 
Peterson of Berkeley $7362 to pay 
court costs and attorney’s fees. 

Peterson, 19 years old, was ac- 
cused of taking two shirts from 
another student. He denied it but 
was dismissed summarily by Com- 
modore Russell M. Ihrig, com- 
mandant of the academy and a 
retired naval officer. 

When the school’s board of gov- 
ernors refused to overrule Ihrig. 
Mrs. Peterson, widow of a Uni- 
versity of California professor, 
carried the fight to court. Last 
November a San Francisco court 
found that Peterson had been 
wrongfully dismissed and threat- 
ened Ihrig with contempt if he 
failed to reinstate the youth. 
| “T hope this is the last chapter 
of a very disagreeable situation,” 
James S. Dean, state finance di- 
rector, said yesterday after the 
claim had been approved. 

The case became known as the 
California “Winslow Boy” case 
because of its similarity to a 
London and Broadway stage suc- 
cess said to have been based on 
the case of Cadet George Archer- 
Shee, 13-year-old boy expelled 
from the Royal Naval College at 
Osborne, England. Circumstantial 
evidence indicated young Archer- 
Shee might have stolen a postal 
money order. The boy’s -father 
devoted years to fighting for a 
hearing. Eventually the boy was 
vindicated.

‘Te ROM the evidence available 
today, Russia's development of 
the atomic bomb does not af- 

fect it very much. The bomb is 

complicated, costly and difficult 
to produce. The raw materials 
required for its production are 
stijl not easy to come by. 
Alone, the bomb could not win 
a total war against a great indus- 
trial nation unless it were pos- 
sible to deliver enough bombs to 
cripple military resistance at the 
outset and to compel the govern- 
ment to sue for peace on the at- 
tacker’s terms. The crippling of 
resistance would in itself require 
not just one bomb, successfully 
delivered, but many. And there 
are no indications that the Soviet 

Union now possesses anything like

To- 
day, if you inaugurate the use of 
the bomb against civilian-indus- 
trial targets, and if your adver- 
sary also has atomic bombs and 
carriers, this hope becomes much 
dimmer. You may do fearful in- 
jury to your adversary; conceiv- 
ably, if you have enough bombs, 
and the ability to deliver them, 
you may even inflict upon him 
damage which would wreck for a 
time his capacity for large-scale, 
organized resistance; but only two 
or three of HIS bombers need 
get through in order to wreak 
upon your own country counter-

_ The CIO Communications Workers Union wins 
itself a great deal of good will by agreeing to a 


60-day pdstponement of the national telephone 


strike. This is the second postponement. The 
strike was originally set for Feb. 8 and then 
was put over until Feb. 24. The President ap- 
pealed personally for this second postponement. 
It is to his credit and that of the union that the 
agreement was reached, For of course there 
should be no strike or cause for a‘strike in 
connection with so vital a public utility. 

The need for continuous telephone service to 
the public, however, should not be a barrier to 
reasonable wage adjustments for telephone 
workers. The public interest shoulé not be 
twisted into, a denial of bargaining power to 
public utility employes. This has been said in 
connection with the King-Thompson Act which 
bars public utility strikes in Missouri, and the 
same principle should be recognized in a nation- 
wide situation such as the present one. 

Joseph A. Beirne, the union president, implies 
that attempts to negotiate have collapsed in the 


face of a stand-pat attitude on the part of the 


Bell System representatives. Cyrus Ching, the 
federal mediation director, has been rebuffed in 
an attempt to get representatives of Western 
Electric, a Bell subsidiary, into the same Wash- 
ington conference room with union officers.. The 
company representatives said they would talk 


‘only in New York. But Mr. Ching does seem to 


believe that he now may be able to break the 
deadlock. 5 

Fully aware of the difficulties, the President 
has emphasized the great damage to the public 
interest and welfare” which would result from a 
strike. He has stressed “the special and extra- 
ordinary responsibility” of the system and its 
employes to settle their differences “without 
resort to economic action which may deprive the 
public of . . essential services.” 

That kind of agreement can be reached 
through genuine collective bargaining. What- 
ever tactics may have been used so far; the 60- 
‘day truce asked by the President—or as much of 
it as necessary—certainly should be devoted to 
earnest, purposeful disgussion. If this is not 
fruitful, the President will be fully justified in 
appointing a.fact-finding commission authorized 


to acquaint the public with all the details of the 


situation. If the parties to the dispute cannot 
reach an agreement, the fact-finders ought to 
recommend one. 7 

A delay of two months should be ample to 
work out a settlement of the immediate issues 
in the controversy so that no strike will occur 
at all. And it should be long enough for com- 
pany and union to make a solid, sound begin- 
ning toward setting up the permanent method, 
satisfactory to both sides, for removing the dan- 
ger of telephone strikes in the future.

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Plain Facts for Aldermen 

The aldermen should have no hesitation about 
what decision to make when they reconsider 
rent controls tomorrow. Controls should be 
continued until there is enough housing avail- 
able for everyone who needs it. 5 

No matter what the propaganda, there can be 
no successful dispute of the plain fact that St. 
Louis still does not have all the housing accom- 
modations its citizens need at prices they can 
afford.

Washington’s birthday was a holiday from 
democratic procedure in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. If any of the Founding Fathers had 
been able to watch the FEPC filibuster, they 
would have wondered just what kind of govern- 
ment they had founded. By midnight the House 
had finally begun legislative action, but not be- 
fore an all-day practice in the worst kind of 
parliamentary obstructionism. 

Fair employment practices legislation first was 
stalled in the House’ Rules Committee. There 
Congressman Brown, an Ohio Republican, joined 
four Southern opponents of FEPC to ereate a tie 
vote. The attempt to bring the bill to the floor 


‘was made under the Calendar Wednesday rule, 


which permits committees to call up their bills 
on Wednesdays regardless of what the Rules 

So the parliamentary flim-flam started. Rep- 
resentative Rankin of Mississippi demanded a 
roll call on a quorum, though a quorum. was ob- 
viously present. Representative Williams of 
Mississippi demanded that the journal of the 
previous day’s session be read, though this is 
rarely done. 

Representative Cox of Georgia called for ad- 
journment, and was defeated, 278 votes to 127. 
Representative Richards of North Carolina re- 
mained on the alert with a prepared speech 
about carpetbaggers and Southern chivalry. 
During the maneuvers, Washington’s farewell 
address was read according to tradition. And 
this was the finest irony of all. 

Both major parties are pledged to the prin- 
ciple that citizens should not be denied employ- 
ment opportunities because of race or religion.

Brains Against Disease. 


In the wartime drive for atom 
ic fission a search was carrie¢ 
on, the like of which had neve!

By comparison to that con 
centration of brain power, ever 
the cost—two billion dollars— 
seems insignificant. 


When the war first ended, we 
heard talk about how such a con 
centration could be brought te 
bear on cancer, tuberculosis 
heart disease, the plagues thal 
paralyze and kill.

T must continue to lie in a vig- 
orous and hopeful foreign pol- 
icy which firmly rejects all de- 
featism about a future war and 
aims at keeping alive and 3 
ing vigorously every possibility 
for solving international differ- 
ences where possible (and for 
bearing them where solution is 
not yet possible) without recourse 
to war. 

The events of the past few 
months have caused many of us 
to be concerned primarily -with 
the possibility of military attack 
on our own territory. But that is 
not the only way that our security 
can be mefiaced. If the Russian 
Communists should succeed, by 
means ‘short of war, in bringing 
progressively under their influ- 
ence the remaining non-Commu- 
nist countries of Europe and Asia, 
our security would be more subtly 
(but perhaps just as dangerously) 
undermined than by an atomic 
attack on our own territory. For 
the world balance of power would 
then be turned, at least tempo- 


rarily, against us. 
It is this political expansion- | 
ism which has been the real 


J 
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depends invariably not just . on 
what we do but on the interaction 
between our own policy and the 
natural powers of resistance which 
exist among the peoples affected. 
(No one can force a country to 
be free which is not itself deeply 
concerned for its own freedom.) 
Nothing that has occurred in the 
recent -past has disproven the 
thesis that such a policy, if réso- 
lutely and actively pursued, pro- 
vides the best chance of carrying 
us over the peculiar dangers of 
the present to a more stable and 
satisfactory condition of interna- 
tional society. 

This procedure will not satisfy 
those impatient spirits who look 
for some sudden or dramatic so- 
lution to the ills which now beset 
the international community. But 
these people would find it easier. 
to reconcile themselves to this 
procedure if they would reflect 
realistically on the alternatives. 

There are only two: (a) a return 
to isolation and armed neutrality, 
or (b) war. The first would be ac- 
companied by a disastrous de- 
terioration of conditions in the 
rest of the world. The second is 
something which no democratic 
country could make the. objective 
of its policy. 

An attempt at an over-all 
“agreement” -with the Soviet 
leaders is not really an alterna- 
tive. The dynamism of world 
Communism would not be 
seriously affected by such an 
agreement. Words would still | 
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further. 

They will not be brought to 
this view by oral persuasion. 
They must come to it in 


im the face

It is evident, then, that there is 
no escape for us from the long 


hard road on which we have been 


advancing with a view to 

about, by peaceful means, a hap- 
pier and safer and more stable 
international society. This is the 
hardest task our country has ever 
undertaken. It is one unfamiliar 
to us by experience or tradition: 
But it has fallen to us by the 
logic of history and there is no 


avoiding it. 


5. On what, then does 
our national security 
really rest in this com- 
ing period? 

IRST,. our security rests in 

making sure that military ag- 

gression remains improb- 
able if not impossible. We 
should continue to maintain a 
military posture which, as 
Theodore Roosevelt once said, 
will make fighting us “too expen- 
sive and dangerous a task to be 
undertaken lightly by anybody.” 
Let us not be diverted from our 
task by a morbid preoccupation 
with what COULD POSSIBLY 


HAPPEN IF. 
Let us remember that there is

Naturally, a nation cannot rely 
on social and spiritual progress 
for safety, any more than it can 
rely on inoffensiveness.. But the 
connection between these

We will not convince others, or 
perhaps even ourselves, that we 
are protecting something precious 
unless we cultivate that something 
as assiduously as we prepare to 
defend it. To make sure that we 
can fully respect ourselves re- 
mains the best way to hold the 
respect of others.

Here is the recipe, based upon 
cooking six rabbits, and if you 
take our advice you won't try 
to cut down on that one-rabbit- 
per-person. 
Rabbit Stew. 
Wash rabbit well and cut into 
sections. Soak in salt water for 
about an hour. Then put to soak 
for 24 hours in a stone crock, in| 
a mixture of equal parts of vine- 


gar and water. It will take about 


a quart of vinegar and a quart of 
water for the six rabbits. Now 
take a large kettle and place 
in it a layer of rabbits, then a 
layer of chopped onions, another 
layer of rabbits and another of 
onions until the pot is half full. 
When you have reached the half- 
way mark on your kettle, pour in 
two 8-ounce cans of tomato paste. 
Now make a spice bag by empty- 
ing a box of mixed pickling 
spices onto a piece of clean white 
cloth, adding one nubbin of gar- 
lic, cut up. Tie the cloth secure- 
ly to form a bag, and place in 
the center of the pot. Then add 


more rabbit, more onions and 
so on until the kettle is filled. 
Season to taste —about one-fourth 
to one-half teaspoon cayenne pep- 
per will be right—and pour in 
one pint of pure olive oil. (“Good 


old Lampros would whirl in his 


grave if you used anything but 
pure imported Greek olive oil,” 
say Adams). Bring to a good 
boil, cover and lower the heat 
until the mixture just simmers 
for about two and one-half to 
three hours, or until the rabbit 
begins to cook away from the 
bones.

They Appealed to New Orleans 


So they appealed Judge Atwell’s decision to the three-judge Circuit 
Court at New Orleans. 


One of the three, Judge Curtis L. Waller, agreed with Judge Atwell that 


the case should be dismissed. « 


The other two members of the Circuit Court, Judge Joseph C. Hutcheson, 
Jr., and Judge Allen Cox, although saying the case should be tried, agreed 
that the indictment was 3 vague and contained many allegations which were 
inflammatory. 


They decided that J * Atwell at Dallas should protect A&P from these 
inflammatory alle — 94 and could order the anti-trust lawyers to supply 
the defendants with a bill of particulars. 


So the case was back in Dallas again. 


Judge Atwell, carrying out the decision of the Circuit Court, struck 
out the inflammatory matter. 


He said that without this inflammatory and prejudicial matter the Grand 
Jury might never have returned the indictment. 


Judge Atwell said to the amti-trust lawyers: 
“There are many statements in the indictment which are not at al 
in violation, and are highly prejudicial and inflammatory.” 


- The anti-trust lawyers objected. They advanced an amazin argument. 


They said that the removal of their inflammatory allegations (which all four 


judges had agreed did not belong in the re le destroyed 4 case. 


Judge Atwell instructed the anti-trust lawyers to * the court 
with a bill of particulars. In short, he wanted specific charges instead 
of vague eee teed He set the deadline for furnishing this material 


at January 15th, 1944, 


When the anti-trust Ri twice asked for more time, pleadin . 
amo 41 staff, Judge Atwell extended the time to February 25th because 


he believed that they were honestly trying, in good faith, to prepare che 
material he had requested. 8 135 


Actually, it developed, they were using the time to get ready to drop the 
case in Dallas and start it in another court.

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They Quit in Dallas 


99 26th, while the judge was still waiting for his answer, and 
without any previous notice to him, the anti- trust lawyers gave a story 
to the newspapers in Washington, announcing that they were dropping 
the case in Dallas. 


They said that it was their intention “to file a substantially similar suit 
in an appropriate jurisdiction at an early date.“ 


The “early date” turned out to be the same day. . 


As soon as one anti-trust lawyer killed the case in Dallas, another anti- 
trust lawyer filed a-new case in Danville, Illinois. This mew case made 
most of the same allegations that had been made and dropped in 5 ea 
and that are being made against us today. | 


So now, according to the anti-trust lawyers, all four judges who had 
ruled on the Dallas case were wrong. 


Despite defeats in three federal courts in widely separated parts of the 
country, they continued their campaign to destroy A& P. 


When J udge Atwell heard of their action he ordered the anti-trust lawyers 
to prepare an order for his signature dismissing the Dallas case. 


An signing this order he said to*the anti-trust lawyers: : 
“This nolle prosequi does not have the sanction or approval of this 
court. That is not necessary, nor that the government ask for the 
court’s approval. | 


t is, however, a matter that may be presented to the other cougt and 
may be of interest to the people at large.” 


So after their efforts to destroy A&P had failed i in Washington, D. C. 


Wilson, North Carolina, and Dallas, Texas, the anti-trust lawyers moved 
on to Danville, Illinois. 


They were still determined to destroy this company which had brought 
more and better food at lower cost to millions of American families.

FACTORS INDICATE 
HEAVY 1950 CROP 
DAMAGE BY PESTS 


—The Government has cautioned 
farmers they face a serious battle 
next summer in protecting crops 
against such insect pests as 
grasshoppers, boll weevils and 
European corn 

The Agriculture Department 
reported that the relatively mild 
winter has been favorable to win- 
tering of these destructive pests. 

Great numbers of grasshopper 
eggs were laid last year, and 
huge numbers of weevils and 
corn borers went into hiberna- 
tion last fall. 


As a consequence, the agency 
said, there may be serious out- 
breaks next summer in the Rocky 
Mountain, Great Plains, Southern 
and California areas, particularly 
if the weather continues favor- 
able for development and spread 
of the pests, which are particu- 
larly destructive of grain and cot- 
ton crops. 

Use of poison bait is a prin- 
cipal method used to combat the 
insects.

This week Ronnie Alcorn. suave, pink and 
smiling as ever, arrived in St. Louis to talk to 
exhibitors about his first finished movie, “John- 
ny Holiday,” starring William Bendix. Chances 
are that nobody in Wichita was more surprised 
that the movie got made than were the wise- 
acres along Wilshire boulevard. 

* * 

“WHEN I FIRST WENT out to Hollywood,” 
Alcorn says, “nobody took me seriously. In a 
way, you couldn't blame them. After all, I used 
to make $25 a week out there before the war 
working for a dry cleaner. Don Ameche used 
to be on my route and so were Fibber McGee 
and Molly. 

“When 1 went back now all these dig shot 
agents used to drop in and try to sell me talent. 
Well, one of these fellows looked familiar and 


finally 1 said to him: ‘Say, I know you. I used 


to be your dry cleaning delivery boy.’ 

“I guess the moral of that story is: ‘Be kind 
to your dry cleaning boy. He might be your 
producer some day.’” 

By way of contrast to his onetime Hollywood 
earnings, Alcorn estimates that his personal ex- 
penses while barnstorming the country for his 
picture probably run close to $2500 a week. He 
travels with an entourage consisting of a mana- 
ger, two publicity men, a field man and a sec- 
retary (male).

ANOTHER NOTABLE TWIST to the Alcorn 
story ig that his movie deals with his own alma 
mater, the Plainfield Ind.) reform school, and 
was shot entirely at the actual scene. Never a 
man to let a happy coincidence pass unnoticed, 
Ronnie says it was 17 years to the day from the 
time he was sentenced to Plainfield to the time 
he came back to nearby Muncie with Bobe Hope

Alcorn’s return to Plainfield to shoot the pic- 
ture naturally caused a good bit of head-sh g. 
His old supervisor now operates the 
school laundry and Ronnie visited him there. 
Another overseer, the one who had nicknamed 
him “Nobrains” because he sometimes didn’t 
snap into action quickly enough, also is still at 
work. Ronnie promptly bought the school 17 
television sets—one for each cottage—and the 
board of directors was agog about the fine pub- 
licity Alcorn's success story brought their insti- 


tution.

IT WAS AT MUNCIE that the judge sent 13- 
year-old Alcorn to the reformatory and when 
Ronnie got back there he made a point of look- 
ing at his old court record. The same Judge was 
still on the bench—‘“a nice old guy,” Ronnie 
fondly says—and the movie producer remem- 
bers vividly how the formidable jurist pro- 
nounced him a habitual truant for whom there 
seemed little hope. But the case record filed 
against him Ronnie had never seén. 

“IT had a photostat made of it, though,” he 
chuckles, “and you should see what it says. This 
boy talks of doing big things.“ my old school 
principal wrote, ‘he is a very visionary boy, full 
of imagination. Sometimes I think this boy is 
not normal.“
